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ine women office workers are on 
strike in Walnut Creek against the 
International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers union. The strike began when 
the IBEW asked its emplyees to be bound 
by a Wages and Benefits contract that 
they had had no voice in preparing. The 
sisters have been оп strike since 
November 30the and are now in their 6th 
week. Most of the women are between 
the ages of 30 and 50; one has worked for 
the Brotherhood for 17 years, another for 
12 years. 

At first all of the office workers 
walked out, but after the Pig Business 
Manager Ron Weakley gave the word, the 
women began receiving threatening phone

calls and messages, and suffering other 
forms of intimidation — like if they 
didn't retum to work immediately, 
they’d all be fired. One of the women , 
the office manager, went back to work. 
Since she is in charge of training new 
workers, it was a heavy blow to the other 
sisters. But they didn’t give in. 

But then neither did the IBEW. On 
December 15 scabs were hired. Despite 
the determination of the strikers and the 
full support of their union Local 29 (does 
that name sound familiar? It was the 
union of the striking Lucky women and is 

union primarily of women), things 
looked grim. The women decided to ask 
for the support of women’s groups and 
on December 31, women from Berkeley 
went to Walnut Creek, blocked the doors 
to the office and linked arms to prevent 
the scabs from getting in. The scabs were 
uptight about this new situation, so the 
men at IBEW ‘generously’ offered to pick 
the women up every morning and take 
them home each night. These men played 
on the women’s gears in a way that made 
it impossible for the striking-women to 
ever get to talk to the sisters that were 
scabbing on them. 

The Brotherhood felt so threatened by 
the upsurging militancy of the women 
that they even called the pigs in to 
protect the scabs. Far Out! A union 
calling pigs to protect scabs and beat up 
strikers. The pigs came and told the 
sisters demonstrating to either split or be 
arrested. So the women spliand later met 
to decide what to do. On January 4th, 
women from Berkeley and Oakland went 
to picket again. The pigs were late that 
day though, and consequently the scabs 
were left alone across the street from the 
office, sitting in their car waiting for the 
pig escorts. Women strikers went over to 
taik to the scabs and found out that, as

SEATTLE 8 ORGANIZE 


The conspiracy case of the Seattle 8 
has taken "another turn for the worse. 
Having been incarcerated in the Tacoma 
County Jail on December 15, the seven 
defendants began to wait out the decision 
of the S.F. Appeals Court in regard to 
their contempt sentences. So things were 
pretty quiet for a while. 

On December 18, a small group of 
people were demonstrating in front of the 
Tacoma jail. All of a sudden windows in

the jailhouse were punched out from the 
inside. As the demonstrators watched, 

sts and flags appeared where the 
windows had been. The prisoners had 
gone on strike, with а list of 32 demands. 
Included on that list was “meat at least 
once a week." On Chip Marshall's block 
alone 100% of the inmates signed a list of 
10 demands. the struggle was continuing, 
to the dismay of the jurist pigs who 
thought they finally had control 


As a result of this episode, the seven 
defendants were shipped out. Susie Stern 
went to the Seattle jail, one brother went 
to MacNeil Island, and four went to 
prisons in California. Only Mike, Abeles 
remained in the Tacoma City Jail. This 
was demoralizing news for the supporters 
and the defense committee. The Seattle 
conspirators haven't been getting a great 
deal of support anyway, and sending 
them out of the reach of communication 
didn’t help the enthusiasm at all. 


On December 24th, the appe: 
granted the defendants bail, at the 
outrageous sum of $25,000 each, which 
was recommended by Judge Boldt. 
However, Judge Boldt said that he hadn't 
received any written word, and he would 
hold out until he got it. Meanwhile the 
defense committee was out scrounging up 
money. By Monday, December 28th 
they had the bail money for five of the 
defendants. They appeared

NEW YORK CITY [LNS]-New Years 
Eve 80 women from the Women's 
Housing Collective darted up the fire 
escape and through the windows of an 
old abandoned building at 330 E. 5th St., 
between 1st and 2nd Ave. The vacant 4 
story building was once a women's shelter 
run by the NYC Welfare Dept. but was 
closed down when the welfare office 
moved. 

According to one of the squatters, 
“We intend to stay here and set up a 
women's center on the ruins of a charity 
house for girls . . . the city wouldn't dare 
bust us — we're only providing the 
services they should be providing." 

The Lower East Side community 
responded immediately, to the placard 
advertising the women’s program: day 
care, technical skills workshop (to teach 
plumbing, auto mechanics, etc.), art 
workshop, food coops, feminist school, 
lesbian rights center, legal aid, housing 
aid, constiousness raising, crash pads, 
gynecology clinie, abortion counseling 
and a halfway house for drug addicts. 

One middle aged housewife brought a 
big pot of soup. She said that she had 
been forced to give up one of her children

during the 1930's when she was on relief: 
"That was before day care centers, that 
was before women’s liberation.” 

Another neighborhood visitor, also 
middle-aged, saw the sign lesbian center 
and asked what that meant. The squatters 
explained that for most lesbians, the only 
place where they can meet is in 
mafia-owned bars. Now they would be 
able to have not only a meeting place but 
also a library of homosexual literature 
and history and also a bureau to deal with 
job discrimination. 

One of the rooms in the building is 
already been set aside as a children’s 
room. The squatters feel that the most 
important project, which should be 
started immediately is the day care, and 
already mothers have signed up. 

The room, which has lead paint 
peeling off the walls, will be filled with a 
huge plastic bubble — clean, insulated and 
well-ventilated — One squatter mentioned 
that some women have volunteered to 
stay overnight with their children, but 
that won’t be until the boiler is fixed. 

The city has estimated that it would 
take $20,000 to get the boiler into 
working condition. But, when the women 
called the repairman, he confided that the 
job would only cost about $75. In fact, 


the only problem was a broken safety 
valve. As for the other $19,925: “Well, 
that's just graft and corruption," 

But the city, which owns the building, 
has new problems to worry about. Their 
official position on the building is: 
“We're in the process of negotiations." 
But privately they have told the women 
that they won't be able to donate the 
building as a women's center unless the 
women “get out." They claim that their 
capitulation would be “condoning 
lawlessness.” 

In one such discussion, Deputy 
Commissioner Stokes asked the women 
why they hadn’t applied for the building 
through legal channels. They replied, “We 
know how you run your real estate game 
— for profit, not for people. In the last 4 
years, 2 non-profit organizations applied 
for the building and you turned them 
down. Why?” 

Now that the center is open on a 
24-hour basis, the sisters are holding open 
house for all women who would like to 
come and work, talk, or sleep — like the 2 
women from a farm in upstate New York 
who, when viewing the takeover on 
television, decided to come to the city 
bearing bushels of apples and onions.

in court at noon that day waiting to get 
them out. But Judge Boldt went against 
the decision of the appeals court and said 
that he would not release the defendants. 
Outrage. So, the appeals court convened 
again, and kissed the ass of the 
(obviously) Divinely Inspired Judge 
Boldt. After a period of constipated 
contemplation, they decided that 
prosekutor Stan Pitkin should have more 
time to prove to them that the

defendants were in fact dangerous. 

So, prosekutor Piin, as the people up 
north call him, has some more time to 
bullshit around while the seven are still in 
jail. The prosecution finds it necessary to 
keep the defendants in jail because it’s 
the only way they’re going to get them. 
Their conspiracy case is shot full of holes, 
and it would be a total mockery of their 
pride and power to have another trial. 
They know there won’t be another trial,

so their only chance is to keep them in 
jail until the sentences are over. Judge 
Boldt couldn't save his ass any other way 
than by declaring a mistrial on the 
grounds that the jury was ‘hopelessly 
prejudiced.’ That's the divine inspiration 
he was talking about! 

When the press interviewed the jurors 
after the ‘mistrial,’ they said that they 
weren't prejudiced, and that they were 
sorry a mistrial had been declared. Five of 
them said that they thought the 


government’s case was shoddy, and most 
thought that the defendants would either 
have gotten off or the jury would have 
been hung. These аге straight, 
middle-aged Tacomans too. 

It will be a long, tough fight to get the 
Seattle defendants out of jail, but the 
mistrial was in many ways a victory for 
our side. It will likely be a long time 
before the government tries to prosecute 


„оп a conspiracy charge again. 
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The Unknown Defendant 


At 10:20 A.M. Jan. 4, two UC pigs led 
an unidentified young man about 25 with 
long blond hair and wearing a brown 
leather jacket past the registration line 
into a back room of Sproul Hall basement 
and into bureaucratic, fascist, obliv ion. 
Not having the presence of mind to call 
out and ask his name, I went to the 
adjacent pig office where pig Hansen 
refused to give me the persons name or 
the charges against him. Pig Hansen even 
refused to acknowledge that anyone had 
been ripped off, stating that “the 
activities of the police department” were 
“none of my concern” and that any 
information would be available at the 
public information office. Of course the 
clerk at the information office refused to 
investigate or to give me her name stating 
that the “activities” (they must have told 
everyone to use that word) of the “police 
department” (they don’t know the 
proper word) were their own concern. 

Trying to get a lawyer was equally 
frustrating. The National Committee to 


Combat Fascism has someone answering 
the phone who must be coaxed to 
acknowledge its existence downstairs. 
Downstairs was closed. The Berkeley 
defense committee has changed its phone 
number but the operator gives you the 
number of someone who has never heard 
of it. The West Oakland Neighborhood 
Assistance refers you to the Public 
Defender’s office where a secretary who 
is afraid of what the lawyers will say if 
she gives them a case without a name, 
makes а note of it which she loses until 
the next day. She insists they could not 
help anyway, but tries to impress me with 
how helpful they are being to people who 
have names and have been properly 
charged. Here and in the previous 
encounters, we see capii ideology and 
bureaucreatic hegemony at work. 
If a person was arrested he must have 
a name. We cannot represent him without 
a name because we cannot discover the 
charges against him or where he is. We 
have enough people who already have

defendant Michael Tabor is back in jail 
because of an asthma attack. His $50,000 
bail was forfeited by Judge John Murtagh 
on Dec. after Tabor came into court 
three and a half hours late with a doctor's. 
note confirming his illness. This was his 
second asthma attack in a week. 

Defense lawyers reported to the court 
when Tabor was taken off the subway 
suffering from a first attack. A note from 
the defendant's doctor was received in 
court verifying the lawyers’ report. With 
the second attack, Murtagh forfeited 
Tabor's bail and issued a warrant for his 
arrest, even before he arrived in court. 
Said Murtagh: “Frankly, I'm skeptical of 
these reports.” 

Hoping to reverse Murtagh's decision, 
lawyer Charles McKinney read a new 
doctor's note into the record, a note 
which advised bedrest and described 
Tabor's condition аз acute asthma. 
McKinney asked that bail be reinstated 
and the warrant dropped. Murtagh denied 
the motion but said that a new 
application might be considered at a later 
time. 

Murtagh then asked Tabor if the Ела 
could proceed. Tabor, knowing his words 
might cost him something, stood up. In a 
strong voice marred by one or two 
coughs, he said: 

"First of all, the whole omnipotent 
record you are so interested in reflects 
that you have conducted this trial in the 
manner of a vile, fascist swine pig. It 
comes as no surprise that you are taking 
your present course of action. As to the 
disbelief in my illness, I couldn't care less 
about this, We expect this. 

“Аз for this general proceeding, no I 
don't want to proceed. I'm sick. In fact, 1 
will not proceed. I hold you responsible 
for anything that may happen. This is not 
a threat. It's just а statement of reality. 
We don't want you to ‘err on the side of 
charity’ on our behalf [Tabor is 
mimicking a remark the judge had made 
earlier.] Compassion we don't expect 
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from you. Mercy we don't expect from 
you. Justice we don't expect from you at 
а.” 

Murtagh's у ісе rose through Tabor's 
last sentence. "The defendant w TW be 
mod irom the courtroom.’ 

ibor: “The defendant Tabor will E 
^s d the courtroom." He walked to the 
exit for the jailed defendants, and out 
through the door. 

Murtagh used the word “forfeited” 
when he referred to Tabor's bail. No one 
is yet positive what this means, but 
technically it would mean that the over 
$20,000 that was raised to buy a $50,000 
bond for Tabor is lost. It may take a civil 
suit to get it back. 
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names to defend and they “must have 
priority." Each time this logical fallacy 
occured I took careful pains to clarify 
that it is not the alleged (if any charges 
were preferred) crime of the victim but 
the crime of the police (who have names) 
that we're talking about. We can't assume 
that the victim of police crime is being 
benignly treated by his captors and that 
his defense is being processed in sterling 
bureaucratic form so that he will 
suddenly arise from his obscured location 
on that glorious arraignment day, achieve 
the status of defendant with a name, and 
then, if all is according to form, be 
entitled to а glorious fucking by a public 
defender who can't even see the real 
crime.

Squires 
is still in jail. 

Later, Murtagh said that all the other 
jailed defendants would temporarily be 
denied bail. (Nine are still in jail.) He 
further accused defense lawyers of 

‘aiding, abetting, and inspiring” а 

“manifest conspiracy” between 
defendants and lawyers to disrupt the 
trial.

The real estate developers and 
commercial interests are the generals 
commanding an army of bulldozers, If 
you can't afford to live in Berkeley, they 
don't have to use guns to get you out. 

The South Campus is a ghetto of 
expensive, ticky-tacky apartment houses. 
More are on the way. 

Telegraph Avenue is being remodeled 
as a plastik wasteland in order to attract 
more money and drive out the street 
people. 

The residents of Ocean View are being 
driven from their homes through eviction 
proceedings to make way for Berkeley's 
"redevelopment," 

The integrity of the Hearst Avenue 
community and People's Park Annex are 
safe only for the moment. Rents continue 
to skyrocket as available housing 
continues to decrease. 

The city government of Berkeley, as 
tay p* ЕС аа b у 
avaricious—businessman—of—the—year 
Mayor Wallace Johnson, promotes this 
policy of cultural genocide as 
‘economical.’ Bowing to commercial 
interests that aren’t really interested and 
refusing to act on the needs of the people 
of Berkeley, these ‘city fathers,’ up for 
election in April, have as much as signed 
their walking papers. 

The April Coalition, made up from the 
spectrum of progressive groups іп 
Berkeley, is laying the groundwork for a 
people’s offensive and a people’s victory 
in the April elections, The Coalition plans 
to run a campaign focused on community 
control of the city's institutions, 
including community control of the 
police. The platform of the Coalition will 
he hammered out in open workshops 
January 15 through 19, and candidates 
for the open city council seats will 
nominated on January 30 to carry out 
the platfórm. 

More than one-third of Berkeley is 
Black, and the April Coalition has 
established an informal alliance with the 
Black Caucus to insure that the people 
will move together in the elections, The 

lity and four council seats are up 
for grabs, and the Coalition and the 
Caucus will each be running two 
candidates for the council. Both groups 
will probably support Warren Widner for 
mayor. 

"The Black Caucus and the Berkeley 
Coalition, probably one of the most 
conservative groups in the April 
Coalition, have both publically endorsed 
the ‘community Control of Police 
initiative. Both groups have pledged to 
support each other’s candidates, and this 
kind of solidarity between ‘moderate 
liberals,” blacks and white revolutionaries 
сап only mean victory in April. 

The Black Caucus will hold its 
convention February 5, 6 and 7 to 
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April 


formulate a platform and choose 
candidates. A series of hearings in the 
Black Community are planned before the 
convention to get a sense of where the 
people are at. 


The idea behind the April Coalition's 
campaign is that people are willing to 

icipate in the processes that control 
that people are interested in 
participating in a government that is 
responsive to them, no, just to 
businessmen.

When Judy came into court she was 
smiling, laughing. She always has kind of 
а casual lilt, whether moving or still; her 
spirit defies the situation. The judge is 
uptight that he has no power over her 
soul. The Feds are uptight that they don't 
know what she's whispering to her 
brother and friends 

She talked about being in the Women's 
House of Detention when Angela was 
taken away. They had been knitting 
Christmas. presents for her. The whole 
place erupted: singing, chanting, banging, 
hooting, everyone together, Angry about 
their sister being ripped off so 
unexpectedly, they were tense about 
what might happen to her in California. 


Bail was set at $75,000 for the Federal 
conspiracy rap in New York. They 
shipped her to Chicago the next week.

He 
wants $150,000 security to back up the 
bond that is posted, on the grounds that 
the security might depreciate (!?!) and he 
has to be sure that it will still be worth 
$75,000 at some unspecified future date.

set another $150,000 bail on two charges. 
Appeals are pending. 

It is not certain whether the Federal 
government is playing games (offering a 
deal through the US Attorney only to 
renege through the judge), or whether 
Hoffman is acting alone. It is clear that 
they are anxious to screw her: they held 
her in New York as long as they could 
because her time in jail there does not 
count toward any future prison sentence. 


The pigs probably think that they have 
made.a major inroad into the revolution 
by capturing Judy. She has been a 
prominent Weatherwoman since the 
beginning. But what they don't 
understand is that the connections 
between overground and underground are 
growing, and the reappearance of a sister 
who has been gone for 10 months means 
а demystification of what ‘underground’ 
is. And with the shit that’s been coming 
down in prisons, her presence will help 
move that whole process alc 

Presently she is being cared for by the 
sisters of Cook County Jail in Chicago, 
and by — far-out lawyers including Anne 
Garfinkle, who was criticized by Julius 
Hoffman for smiling in his court. If you

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DISNEY SEEKS TO LEVEL 
SIERRA NEVADA MOUNTAINS — 
PLANS TO BUILD SEVEN STORY 
REPLICA OF SAN BERNADINO 
FOOTHILLS IN THEIR PLACE! 


The red, white and true blue fascists at 
the Fed Palace in Washington have again 
spit in the face of the environment to 
make way for a little (lots) more plastic 
and cement. They have asked the 
Supreme Kourt to OK the $35 million 
Walt Disney ski resort on public land in 
the Mineral King Valley area of the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains. 

For a while, it looked like the Sierra 
Club, the Wilderness Society, other 
conservation groups and many individuals 
were going to be able to stop the monster 
in its tracks. The atrocity has been 
planned for a number of years, and has 
been held up by a Sierra Club lawsuit for 
18 months. The Sierra Club won an 
injunction in District Court, but they lost 
оп appeal to the U.S. Circuit Court in San 
Francisco. Now the Sierra Club has an 
appeal pending in the Supreme Court. 

However, the “Justice” Department 
wants the Supreme Court to reject the 
appeal, They say that the Secretaries of 
Agriculture and the Interior “acted 
within their powers in authorizing the 
project.” 

“Within their powers” is at best a 
rather lame excuse considering the scope 
of the Disney project. The plans include 
hotels, lodges and restaurants and a 
5—story garage to accomodate 3000 cars. 
And that’s not all. Ski lifts and runs are 
to be bulldozed and blasted out of the 
sides of mountains. A major highway will 
have to be cut right through Sequoia 
National Park.

Mineral King Valley today is a 
beautiful spot. A narrow, in parts 
unpaved road winds its way through 
twenty-five miles of mountains to get 
there. What you find at the end of the 
road is a lovely alpine valley with steams 
and fragile flowers. Trails lead to alpine 
lakes at the 10,000 foot level. The area is 
a luxury for those who can appreciate it. 

Obviously, the whole 'scene is beyond 
the appreciation of the burearcrats in 
power. If this project is railroaded 
through, Mineral King will be another 
memory. The smog will be a Yosemite 
Valley brother. Garbage and litter will be 
everywhere. (Skiers are notorious for 
dropping their trash in the snow thinking 
that it will disappear.) The streams and 
lakes will be hopelessly poluted by people 
who have no idea what it means to enjoy 
the natural environment. Forest fire 
danger will skyrocket, and trees will be 
destroyed to make room for buildings, ski 
runs and a modern highway. Most flowers 
can't survive in such an atmosphere; those 
that remain will be picked and trampled. 
Many animals will flee the area; those 
that remain will be poisoned by human's 
food. The demerits of such an eyesore 
comprise a long list, one that's written in 
the history books of this country as 
“progress.” 


With the condition of the enviornment 
in this country, what we don’t need is 
more ski resorts, and resorts ənd pig* 
money-grabbers who will do anything to 
get that back.

In the popular mythology the 
pusherman is an evil character, Bent upon 
greed and the destruction of human 
beauty. A уйе creature without 
redeeming features. In current Amerika 
the heroin seller is either another junkie 
hustling to keep up his habit or a 
businessman hustling to maintain his 
profit, The addict who sells heroin to 
keep his habit is simply running as fast as 
he can to stand still. There is no morality 
or really even any personality to his acts. 
He needs dope and selling dope is the 
easiest way for him to buy dope. The 
businessman who sells heroin simply for 
the profit is on the same moral footing as 
any businessman who sells a product for 
its profit rather than for what it is. Any 
businessman whose interest is the sale 
rather than the interaction between the 
commodity, its selle, its buyer, and its 
eventual use may or may not do as much 
damage as the pusher. Both satisfy needs 
for their profit only. They are resigned 
from the awareness of their acts. Of 
course they, like all of us, reap the fruits 
of their actions. It is simply that they 
keep themselves unaware of the reality of 
their situation. 


‘The God-fearing businessman may well 
consider himself of a different class than 
the dope pusher; however they are the 
same. In fact they ‘both serve the junk 
world. God himself is simply a 
pusherman. The concept of eternal 
judgment and reward or punishment is 
not a religious matter. It is a business 
concept. Essential to maintaining proper 
workings of a merchant empire, After a 
man has died the fruits of his actions will 
still be visited upon the planet and those 
still alive. What happens to him in 
another realm is of little importance to 
the planet. It is necessary, however, for 
the merchant to know that his accounts 
will be settled ‘and essential to 
maintaining proper credit relationships. 

The heaven which the loyal servant of 
ihe Lord can expect is the heaven of 
junk. lt is the dazzling sight and sound 
hallucinations, the floating sensation, the 
gates and fortifications to protect against 
paranoia, and most of all the constant 
euphoria of the ultimate in junk. Only 
heavy narcotics such as heroin can induce 
a state where a person could enjoy 
spending endless time singing the praises 


of his supplier and being blissful. Only 
heroin has the seductive power to enable 
anyone to endure such a life without 
becoming infinitely bored. A world in 
which man’s sole purpose is to glorify 
someone else is not the magnificent 
spiritual union of the Hindu or Buddhist 
— it is simply the ultimate in 
exploitation. The bliss of spiritual union 
comes when you become God; however 
when the absolute duality between God 
and the human soul is maintained along 
with the soul's “}оу” being to exalt God 
it is not bliss but exploitation. If it is 
found to be pleasurable than it is the 
pleasure of narcosis not of love or 
religion. 

Lucifer then appears not as the figure 
of absolute evil, but rather as the forces 
of life opposing narcosis. The hellfire 
which torments Lucifer is the pain of loss 
and separation: withdrawal from God's 
junk. Lucifer represents the decision to 
be free even at the risk of the pain junk 
sickness rather than be the slave of the 
Pusherman. Lucifer's interaction with 
man is thus not simply the workings of an 
evil and depraved being. It is an attempt 
to free mankind from the trap which 


Narcotic addiction is not just a word, 
it is much more. Different people are 
aware of different aspects of addiction, 
but very few of us realize what is 
happening in the world concerning the 
use of narcotics. The ignorance of the 
people is important to those who want to 
keep things as they are. 

Heroin is many things, most of them 
bad. Firstly, it is the perfect capitalist 
consumer product. No advertising is 
necessary. Once a person is addicted he 
will probably be a lifelong customer. 
Only about 2% of those that try to kick 
make it. Heroin is cheap to produce and 
refine, and the profit margin is 
astronomical. A kilo of junk, bought at 
wholesale price in France, costs 3 to 4 
thousand dollars, by the time it is cut 
down and ready io sell in New York, it 
can be worth a half million dollars. Pure 
capitalism, it makes the words, “Buy low 
and sell high," seem a joke. 

Secondly, junk is a tool of oppression. 
When the individual is strung out he can 
only think of junk; it is his life blood. 
Heroin addiction recieved virtually no 
attention while it's use remained in the 
slums, and it's victims were people of 
color and poor whites. Only when middle 
and upper class white people got in the 
scene, did our government make some 
shuck and jive to contain it. 

Junkies are some of the most 
oppressed people on Earth; they don't 
even have control of their own bodies. 
Junk is pumped into the ghettos and 
thousands of young men and women are 
trapped, just as surely as if they were in 
concentration camps. But junk is better 
than jail, not only are the minorities 
suppressed, but they pay the money 
power people to be held down. To get 
money for junk, they rob from people 
around them, usually from people who 
can afford it the least. Small shop keepers 
get goods stolen, women get purses 
snatched, meager apartments in the slums 
get ripped off. Junkies rob their brothers 
and sisters because they are driven. They 


PushermanGod has set for us all. Man is 
created to be the loving slave of God, He 
is given a small dose of junk euphoris in 
the garden of Eden, When Lucifer 
convinced man to reach out for 
knowledge, God intervenes by cutting off 
their supply of junk. Now they must live 
in the world instead of simply being 
stoned spectators in God's hand, Man 
continues to seek to forget the cares and 
working of this planet and its life rather 
than taking an active and responsible role 
in its development. Lucifer is there to 
constantly show men that junk is not an 
answer, only a postponement. It is for 
each individual to make his own choice. 
Divine Grace (junk) is always available at 
a price. One must actively refuse the 
offers of the pusherman. Hell is liberated 
territory; each person in it chose to be in 
it — one must love something more than 
junk to go to hell. God holds out his 


, eternal bliss for all who will pay his price.

are turned into slaves to make others rich. 
It is no accident that things are this way; 
it is stoned exploitation of the people by 
pigs. Dealers have no part in this, Almost 
all of them are users themselves, and only 
deal to try to keep up their own habits. 

The junk world is a pyramid, with 
millions of hustling street junkies on the 
bottom. It is built on the backs of people 
who exist in fear and pain. At the top, are 
the fat cats, who leech off the needs of 
others. While the junkies’ habit gets 
larger, the pigs in control get richer, and 
the people who get robbed to supply 
junk, they just get poorer. 

It goes around and around, a vicious 
circle. The oppression of junk encircles 
the globe. Junk is illegal over most of the 
world for no moral reason, but because 
there are more profits in an unlawful 
product, 

Junk is a perfect example of how the 
American death culture is built. “We will 
sell you happiness”, it’s so easy, just take 
a pill, or buy something to make you feel 
good. The low key advertising we are 
bombarded with is based on a junk 
psychology. 

This problem is the concern of all of 
us whether we know it or not. Junk 
addiction is a chain reaction, every addict 
turns someone else on for the first time, 
and the oppression grows. And so does 
the pain and loss of the people. The Black 
Panthers call junk addiction “the 
PLAGUE” and they are completely 
correct. It must be dealt with by the 
people with understanding for our 
brothers and sisters who are addicts, not 
with jail or mental hospitals, they don’t 
work. Medical help like methadone 
programs controlled by the people would 
be a good place to start.

One thousand Okinawans stormed 
onto Kadena Air Force Base Dec. 20, 
battling U.S. troops with fists, rocks and 
stones, and set fire to a base school, a 
guardhouse and 83 vehicles, The angry 
crowd swelled to 5000 as the fight 
continued into the predawn hours. U.S. 
troops reacted with teargas and rifle shots 
when they fired into the crowd, 14 
Okinawans were injured. 

The residents of occupied Okinawa 
were protesting the latest of a long series 
of injuries that the American presence has 
inflicted on thier island. A GI had run 
over an Okinawan with his car and sped 
off unconcerned, leaving the victim lying 
in the street. 

Okinawans know that if the driver of 
the car is caught, he will probably get 
only a wrist-slap by his superiors. They 
remember with deep resentment a similar 
case earlier this month, in which a GI 
responsible for the death of an Okinawan 
woman got off lightly at the hands of the 
military court after the U.S. refused to 
turn him over to Okinawan authorities. 

These are not isolated incidents. In 


Okinawan grievances have been ignored 
by American generals since 1945, when 
the U.S. slaughtered 100,000 innocent 
Okinawans while invading the island. 
Okinawa, the larges of the Ryukyu 
Islands, has for 25 years been ruled by a 
U.S. general called the High 
Commissioner, who has the powers of an 
absolute monarch. Neither the Japanese 
nor the American Constitution operates 
in the islands. The High Commissioner 
can make any laws he likes and has 
complete authority over the miniscule 
local government- he can remove any 
local official, elected or appointed, and 
can veto any local legislation and replace 
it with a military ordinance. 

Although the native population has no 
control over its government, they are 
asked to supply through taxes 70% of the 
government's budget. The 75,00 
American soldiers, sailors, airmen and 
civilians who live on the island are 
protected by an ordinance governing the 
taxation of foreigners. One reason that so 
many American cars got trashed Dec. 20 
is that Okinawans have to pay ten times 


American soldiers and ci 
Okinawans were reported. The rate of 
such crimes has risen rapidly since then. 
In most of these cases, victims receive no 
indemnity at all. 

People resort to violence when they 
can’t get justice any other way, and Okinawa.

Last January 20,000 Okinawan 
workers in air fields, naval ports, supply 
installations, ammunition depots and 
barracks held a five-day general strike to 
protest low wages and reinforcement of 
the bases. American soldiers drove their 
cars through the strikers’ picket lines at 
high speed while other troops attacked 
the lines with a high pressure water 
cannon, Okinawans who work for the 
U.S. have no right to collective bargaining 
and no right to strike. 

The December 20 attack. against 
Kadena Air Force Base was not the first. 
In February, 1969, 6000 radical students 
attempted to storm the base, hurling 
Molotov cocktails and rocks, but were 
driven back by riot police. They were 
demanding the removal of B-52’s from 
the base. 

The B-52’s that take off night and day 
from Dadena to bomb Indochina are only 
part of the American arsenal that 
occupies almost a quarter of the land of 
the Ryukyu Islands. The Pentagon 
~ Okinawa as the keystone to the 

U.S. "security" posture in Asia. It is 
strategically located 900 miles southwest 
of Tokyo, 800 miles northeast of Hong 
Kong, 1400 miles from Da Nang in 
Vietnam, and a scant 600 miles from 


Shanghai. The U.S. has 124 bases on the 
islands; 117 of them are on Okinawa. 

What once was Okinawan farmland 
now holds four Mace—B sites capable of 
delivering nuclear bombs, eight 
Nike—Hercules sites with nuclear 
capability, eight Hawk missile sites, 21 
various radar sites, four training sites for 
bombing, nine training sites for shooting, 
four drilling sites for guerrilla warfare, 
three drilling sites for paratroopers, and 
six airports. 

Around Kadena Base itself, the sheer 
noise of the planes — which often goes 
over 100 decibles — interrupts children’s 
school work and has driven citizens of the 
area to mental illness and suicide, The 
village’s drinking water has been polluted 
by large quantities of gasoline and 
airplane cleaning liquid that has escaped 
from broken pipes into the water supply 
and sewers. 

Okinawa is due to revert to the 
control of Japan in 1972, but American 
bases will remain to torment Okinawans 
and threaten all Asia.

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THE SACRED TREE 15 DEAD 


When Lieutanent Calley 
massacred the unarmed population of My 
Lai, he was acting in the finest tradition 
of the US Army. The westward course of 
empire across'the pacific only mirrors its 
progress across this continent a century 
ago. 

Strategic Hamlets were theh known as 
"reservations". Pacification was called 
“civilization” or “bringing christianity to 
the savages”. The “native population” 
was divided into “friendlies” and 
“hostiles,” hostile meaning they fought 
back when attacked. 

And for My Lai, there were the 
massacres at Sand Creek, Blue water, 
Wounded Knee and dozens of other 
places the American Indian chose to 
commit the crime of attempting to exist 

BURY MY HEART AT WOUNDED 
KNEE by Dee Brown (Holt Rinehart and 
Winston, 1971) (unfortunately priced at 
$10.95) is the incredible chronicle of the 
decimation and destruction of western 
Indian Tribes before the tide of greed, 
corruption and barbarism of white 
Amerika, spearheaded by the US army. 

In 18i there were half a million 
Indians living in the prairies, mountains 
and valley of the western US, By 1890 all 
of the land was expropriated by white 
entreprenuers, ranchers, farmers, miners, 
and railroads. The buffalo , once as 
numerous on the plain as sand on the 
beach, was nearly extinct. The once free 
Tribes, what was left after the massacres, 
malaria and starvation took their toll, 
were penned up in tiny reservations to be 
“made over as white теп.” 

WOUNDED KNEE is a thorough and 
well documented account of wars, 
treatit settlements, and above all the 
resistance of the Indians to the great 
American genocide. 

The Indians overwhelmingly desired 
peace, wanting only to be left alone in 
their ancestral homes and hunting 
grounds. They fought only when the 
soldiers forced them off their lands, 
rounding them up and making them move 
to reservations in strange parts of the 
country, feeding them starvation rations 
and breaking treaties which had been 
signed only short times before. 

One after another the tribes were 
forced out. On the poor land they were 
allotted, many Indians died from 
starvation, When they complained, the 
answer was “If they are hungry, let them 
eat grass or their own dung.” 

More and more prodded by profit 
seekers the policy of the US government 
became what was articulated by General 
Phil Sheridan, “Тһе only good Indian is а 
dead Indian". 

The Santee Sioux in Minnesota made 
war on the white settlers after starving 
tribe members were murdered by whites 
encroaching on their reservation. For 
starting the war, the Great Emancipator 
Abraham Lincoln ordered what possibly 
stands as the largest mass execution in US 
history. Thirty nine Santee leaders were 
hung without trial, 

In the Dakotas Wyoming апа 


Nebraska, home of the Teton Sioux and ` 


Northern Cheyenne Tribes, the Indians 
fought for twenty five years to save their 
land. Under Red Cloud, Sitting Bull and 
Crazy Horse they defeated the soldiers in 
every battle they fought, yet with the 
buffalo gone апа! the railroad running 
through their territory they were faced 
with starvation and һай to give 
themselves up scarcely a. year after 
winning their vietory over Long Hair 
Custer at Little Big Horn. 

Both Crazy Horse and Sitting Bull were 
murdered by white soldiers as they were 
taken into captivity. 


In the Southern Plains, the Southern 
Cheyennes, Arapahoes, Commanches, and 
Kiowas fought against their removal to 
"Indian Territory", now Oklahoma. A 
band of Cheyenne friendlies at Sand 
Creek in Colorado was massacred by 
soldiers from Denver who mutilated the 
bodies. Over a hundred Indians were 
killed, 

In the southwest, the Chiricahua 
Apaches under Cochise, and later 
Geronimo fought for two decades against 
being herded into reservations. (And yes, 
there really was a Tom Jeffords who 
befriended Cochise, one of the few whites 
who learned to think like an Indian). At 
one point, Geronimo with thirty-five 
braves stood off one third of the active 
forces of the US Army. 

In California, the Modocs fought a 
futile last ditch battle to prevent being 
moved from Tule Lake country to 
Oklahoma. They lost, outnumbered 
twenty to one many died fighting while 
many others later died of homesickness. 

The Nez Perces, proud of never having 
killed a white man in seventy years of. 
contact since they helped the Louis and 
Clark expedition, were also forced out of 
their land in the northwest. 


Sad at having to fight, they still made 
fools of the US army as they fought 
battles and rearguard actions in their 
flight (о Canada. Only a few made it, 
joining Sitting Bull in exile. After Chief 
Joseph's band was trapped, апа 
surrendered they were removed to 
Oklahoma. Like the Modocs, most died 
soon after. 

The Northern Cheyennes tried to 
escape from their exile in Oklahoma, 
fleeing up. towards Nebraska. They 
evaded and held off several column of 
troops through the long autumn march to 
the Sioux reservation, where they were 
taken captive. Rather than be taken back 
to Oklahoma to starve, they escaped and 
fought one last battle. 

Most of them were killed. The once 
numerous Cheyenne tribe was reduced to 
a few hundred starving freezing people 
huddled together in the Dakotas. 

And the Sioux were finally broken ир 
into six tiny reservations all the rest of 
their lands gone. They survived on meager 
handouts and lived in sod huts, living as 
most Indians have until today, when once 
again the Indians are picking up the 
pieces of their decimated culture and 
claiming what is rightfully theirs. 

In 1890, thirteen years after hostilities 
had ceased, a peaceful band of Sioux 
camped at Wounded Knee Creek were 
surrounded by troops of the US army. A 
scuffle broke out. Using this as an excuse, 
the soldiers shot into the camp, killing 
anyone they could, mostly women and 
children. Over three hundred died in that 
massacre. When Custer tried to do this at 
little Big Horn,the Indians were prepared, 
and wiped out his forces. That is well 
known in American history as a 
"massacre" by “savages”. Wounded Knee 
is practically unknown. 


"I did not know how much was 
ended. When I look back now from this 
high point of my old age, I can still see 
the butchered women and children lying 
heaped and scattered along the crooked 
gulch а 5 plain as when I saw them with 
my eyes still young. And I can see that 
something else died there in the bloody 
mud and was buried in the blizzard. A 
people's dream died there. It was a 
beautiful dream..... the nations hoop is 
broken and scattered. There is no center 
any longer, and the sacred tree is dead.”

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The first thing I noticed about being at 
the football game was that I never see 
that many short-haired people except pigs 
at a demonstration. Not that that should 
have surprised me, but it did. 

I mean, I dig football, and here I was 
home, and my brother-in-law and I were 
going to watch our team play. We even 
bought a “You can’t tell your players 
without a” scorecard, almost losing our 
ears as the guy shouted it out. 

Things got a little more suspicious 
when they prayed for the prisoners of 
war before the game (all on tv, of course). 
But I figured it was just the trappings. 

But then, close up, everything took on 
а different aura. Baltimore had already 
won the league championship, so the fans 
were pretty bored: after all, the PRIZE 
was got, and this game was just a practice 
for the various Superbowl, National and 
World championships. Moreover, this was 
against the Jets, who had humiliated us in 
the first Intergalactic playoff two years 
ago, so there was a vindicative air about 
the stadium. 

People were ramming into each other 
mercilessly after tackles were almost 
completed. The fans loved it, This couple 
back of us had a real hatred for Bubba 
Smith, a 300 pound black Baltimore end: 
"the laziest man on the Пеја."“Неу, 
Bubba, how come your uniform's so 
clean?" But when he got into a fight with 
а Jet, all of a sudden,Bubba was their 
man. A nigger, if he fought for Baltimore, 
was even more dear to them than some 
foreign New Yorker with white skin. 
“Get him, Bubba, Kill him,” You got the 
distinet feeling they supported sending 
black soldiers to Vietnam, too, even 
though they didn't entirely trust them. 

Even the referees carved out their little 
piece of the pie. One time when a first 
down was obviosly not made, they called 
for a measurement anyway. 


Triumphantly holding his hands exactly 
1.334 feet apart (but was it his palms or 
the third joints or the fingertips), he 
ceremoniously 


turned to face the 


different parts of the crowd. “Look at me 
ungrateful motherfuckers," he seemed to 
be thinking, 

Sometimes the sides seemed to get very 
uneven. When the fans thought the refs 
had called an unfair penalty against 
Baltimore (I thought they were just 
evening out the game), the next series of 
plays had 58,011 people on one team, 
and 11 on the other. And the grateful 
fans booed generously whenever one of 
the home-town boys fucked up. No one 
seemed to agree with Chairman Mao that 
“In real life, you cannot have ever 
victorious generals." 

For half-time there was a wonderful 
show of “Toyland” as a Christmas 
special. This included “the bad guys" 
(naturally Indians) who get chased off by 
the “good guys" (naturally pigs). And the 
hero, Mr. America-type, ends up with toy 
“dolls” for Christmas, who are Playboy 
bunnies. All throughout the game we 
were entertained by cheerleaders, who are 
freezing women in short skirts pushing 
pom-poms at the 80% male audience. The 
fans, however, seemed to be getting their 
sublimated gratification in the mauling on 
the field, and generally ignored the 
cheerleaders. One of their main reasons 
for existence was to insure that there is 
never a moment of silence, lest anyone 
actüally THINK for a second. 

The end came early. Since а lot of the 
point of the game is the standings and the 
statistics, once we had obviously won the 
game, everyone left early.

More importantly however were the 
protests from other parts of Spain: 
industrial strikes, demonstrations, and 
student/youth clashes with the police 
erupted in most of the large cities in 
Spain. While the left wing was contained 
to non-Spanish speaking peoples, in 
pfovinces that had never considered 
themselves a part of Spain, the 
government felt reasonably secure. The 
dissidents could be written off as outside 
agitators or at least as alien peoples. But 
the spread of revolt to young Spanish 
workers and students gave the threat a 
new importance. - = 

А day before the trial was to start, а 
West German diplomat, Eugen Beihl, was 
kidnapped by the ЕТА. A public 
announcement was made that any 
sentences they passed on the “Вигроз 16" 
were ditto for Beihl. In France, three 
Spanish banks were burned, and similar 
actions were threatened if the Basques 
were executed, These countries, too, were 
anxious that the stir created by the trial 
be quieted with the maximum clemency 
possible. 

All this may not have had much effect 
on Franco, however, if the rank and file 
of his supporters, the working class 
Falangists who had brought him to 
power, had not been moving away from 
him, A demonstration staged hy the 
regime brought them all out into the 
streets of Madrid and up to the palace as 
planned, but there were more banners 
protesting “weak governmen!" than 
applauding Franco. 

Both the Falangists and the military 
have become increasingly disenhanted 
with the “liberal” technocrats in Franco’s 
cabinet. Knowing that the Falangists 
might support them in a military coup if 
Franco’s liberal tendencies became a little 
more evident, and knowing equally well 
that Franco would have to contend with 
the threat of revolution if the sentences 
of the Basques were extreme, they put 
him in a squeamish position, almost 
forcing him to cross them: 

They sentenced six of the Basques to 
death (three of them got two death 
sentences, an additional one for 
banditry). 

One was acquitted, 

The others got a total of 519 years in 
prison. 

When the sentences were announced, 
Basque guerrillas promised to assassinate 
two government officials for every death 
sentence that was carried out. Riots 
threatened to break out all over Spain. 
Franco was forced to act quickly — death 
sentences are usually carried out within 
24 hours — and commuted them to 30 
years in prison.

Berkeley rumor mongers are spreading 
the word that the telephone monopoly 
has gone and changed the credit card 
system, making it more complicated for 
would be thieves to get away with credit 
card frauds. 

However, the word is that these 
immoral louts have found out the key to 
the new system. They say that the letter 
now comes at the end of the number 
instead of before it. In addition, there are 
nine different letters in use this year, 
keyed to the sixth number of the credit 
card. The key, reportedly stolen by these 
jackanapes, is this. If the sixth number in 
the card is one, the letter is “Q”, If it is 
two, “А” is the letter at the end. Three 
corresponds with “E”, four is “Н”, five is 
“J”, six and nine are “№”, seven is “R”, 
eight is “U” and zero is “Z”, 

For example, if the сад is 
621-7328.158, the sixth number is two, 
and the letter at the end would be “A”. 

Otherwise it is still the same, The first 
seven numbers are the phone number of 
the card holder, the last three are keyed 
to the city. The key remains the same as 
last year, San Francisco is 158.
